On last Fred T. Perris, chief 
engineer of the California Southern, and 
Byron Waters, especial attorney for the 
company,came to Riverside and inter- 
viewed the Board of Directors of the 
Riverside Water Company on the subjec: 
vf right of way and depot grounds. They 
proposed to move the present Riverside 
depot about a mile and'w helf north and 
from that point start the branch ranoing 
to Riverside, thence down through the 
valley along the upper side of the upper 
eansl. All they asked was that the peo- 
ple should furniah right of way and depot 
grounds. 

Vur citizens took tho matter ander ad- 
visement, and on Tuesday last Fred T 
Perris, Byron Waters and Judge M.A 
Luce, of San Diego, the \regular attorney 

of the company, visited Riverside and 
met a smal! meeting of prominent citizens 
at Judge Conway's office. * The 
railway situation was discussed by sev 
eral; a resolution that our citizens should 
accept the offer of the railroad company 
and that a committee of nine be appointed 
to carry this proposition into effect, was 
unanimously adopted. 

A contract has been drawn up and 
signed by 160 citizens, agreeing “to in 
demnify the railroad compeny to 
fa'l amount of al! expenditures and 
costs, except attorney's fees in ob‘ain- 
ing negotiation, jadgment or otherwise, 
a right of way 100 feet wide for ite rail- 

road from its junction with the Call- 

fornia Southern railroad, by way ol! 
Riverside and Arlington, through the 
city of Riverside, to the Temescal wash; 
also depot grounds for said railroad, each 
of twenty acres in area, at Riverside 
junction, Riverside village and Arling- 
ton. 

The company in return must com. 
mence work within irty days from 
rate steam 
gauge in connec- 
tion with the California Southern rail- 
road on or before January 1, 1556, from 
Riverside janctiou, by way of River- 
side, to Arlington, and from Arlington 
to the Temescal wash withintwo years. 

This indemnifying contract only ap- 
plies to unimproved lands, aud to im 
proved lands to the amount of the sum 
of three thousand doliars in value. 

. The Press adds: 

Right of way has been secured for about 
four-fifths of the way between the junc- 
tion and the Temescal wash. A few want 
compensation for their right of way, but 
in most cases they have agreed to let the 
work of construction proceed, and the 
damages be settled afterward. 

Depot grounds have been secured at 
Arlington and one location for depot 
grounds.has been securéd at Riverside. 

The railroad company LE¥ accepted the 
above proposition. This fixes. the fact 
officially that the line is not to be a plug 
road tw Arlington only, but a through 
line, as the contract calis for the building 
and operating of the road to the Temesca!

In spite of the pro- 
position advaneed that a good 
workman can clean four trees a day, 
any expert will tell you that the beat 
man cannot clean more than two ma 
ture trees daily. Jist figure it out—2 
into 500,000, It would take one man 
250,000 days to clean al! the trees. See 
what aforce of men would have to ve 
employed to dp the whole work. It 
would require 820 men at steady labor 
to complete the job im the working days 
of # year, and at $1.50 per day wages 
that would amount to $1225 « day. 
Even supposing that they could clean 
four trees each per day, it would take 
410 men with a daily pay-roll of 
$614 to finish the work 
in year. No, you see tbat wouldn’: 
lo. The only way the county can ever 
get the upper band of these pests is by 
making the owuers clean their own 
trees. Besides the enormous expense 
of hiring laborers as proposed, that 
scheme would not be feasible for an- 
other equally cogent reason. How 
many Of the laborers you would pick 
up on the street do you suppose would 
kouow the difference between a white 
seale and a lady-tug’ How many have 
the remoteat les of the proper way te 
ciean infected trees or to prane any 
tree’ Why, they are nearly ali atterly 
ignorant of sach matters, and would 
probably rain every orchard they worked 
in. There is a wonderful amount of 
ignorance on this subject. Why, I've 
hud men vow to me that there wasn't a 
scale in their orchards, when the very 
trees we were talking under were alive 
with’em. Now, mot long ago we found 
a Frenchman down here bas a 
beantiiul orebar!.
